MILLIONAIRE PRISONER PUT AT 


John D. Dodge’s Temperature Goes 
Up to 102 and He Can't Eat 
After Half Day on Pile.

DETROIT, Mich., March 18.— 
Duval Dodge, who possesses 
a million and a half in own 
right, was assigned work this 
morning at the House of Correction. 
He shoveled coal. The young mil- 


lionaire took it with good grace and 
pushed his shovel into the fuel pile, 
when one of his fellow prisoners fa- 
cetiously suggested that if he pre- 
ferred to “sit around” all that was 
necessary was a refusal to work, 
which would lead to confinement in 
the prison dungeon. 

The pace young Dodge ‘set for 
himself on  the_ prison coal pile 
seemingly proved too much for him 
by noon, however. He was unable 
to eat and a prison physician exam- 
ined him. It was found his tem- 
perature was 102 and he was sent to 
the prison hospital.
